The admonition which our contemporary addresses, in good 
part, to the senate itself, might be echoed to the democratic execu- 
tive committee of Georgia, still suffering from ingrowing: silence 
regarding the method whereby a successor to Senator Clay shall 
be elected. 

The same reasons that make it incumbent upon the senate to 
speak out and go on record are equally incumbent on the committee. 

Popular demand in Georgia for senatorial election by the people 
is crystallizing. 

It is for the committee—not long ago accused of being “canned” 
—to say whether it is “deliberately and stubbornly thwarting” the 
people’s determination to elect their own senator. 

Especially is the case urgent in a democratic state, and at the 
threshold of an era when the receptivity of the democracy to public 
opinion is on national! trial. 
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THE ADVERTISED SOUTH. 


The average southerner rarely appreciates the cumulative force 
of the publicity the newspapers of the nation are at this moment 
voluntarily according the southern states. Nor is he likely to 
realize the reasons actuating the free-will proffer of hundreds upon 
hundreds of columns of valuable editorial and news space in the 
greatest papers in the country, all devoted to telling the nation the 
story of the south and its uncharted advantages. 

Thirty years ago, it was the west that presented the romantic 
side of phenomenal development, and the newspapers of the east 
bristled with articles and editorials describing the wonders and the 
future of the country that lay beyond the Mississippi. 

It would be interesting to what degree these broadsides of gra- 
tuitous publicity, reaching into every home. in the eastern half of the 
United States, hastened the day of the west’s fulfillment. 

Now this tremendous stream of expert and detailed publicity 
is turned upon the south, a recognition in itself that the territory 
south of Mason and Dixon's line is to offer the next great sphere 
of American expansion. Journals do not voluntarily set aside 
whole pages of space—special issues, in some instances—to a peo- 
ple or a section unless the “news” or material value justifies the 
action. 

So that viewing the eagerness of the northern and eastern pe- 
riodicals and dailies to publish stories of the south’s agricultural 
prowess and prophecies of its destiny, it requires no imagination to 
catch the meaning of that publicity that precedes amazing develop- 
ment. : 

A iair specimen is the following feditorial extract from The 
Washington Post, a paper never losing an opportunity tor a dis- 
play of friendliness to the south: 

The soil and climate of the gulf states of our union are not surpassed any- 
where ip the temperate zone, and, at the same time, lands are cheap, and the 
diversity of crops is a revelation to the farmer of Ohio, Indiane, Illinois, or 
Iowa. The crop season is much lenger, the winter much shorter, and a great 
deal milder. Unfortunately the institution of slavery made that region a one- 
crop section, which always means large plantations / 

And this 1s merely an illustration. | 

Large New York newpsapers, Chicago journals, magazines of | 
tremendous national circulation are increasingly following the cus- 
tom of sending their best correspondents to this section to drama- 
tize its achievement and its promise for the benefit of their readers.

Every dictate of common sense indicates the soon-approaching 
day when not only the states, but the sections as well, will be linked 
by highways passable to every variety of traffic the vear round. 

The quicker such a development comes, the better for progress 
in every portion of the country, and the enhancement of individual 
and general wealth. 

There is no plausible reason why well-paved highways should 
not extend from coast to coast, and from the Gulf to the Great Lakes. 

Co-operation between states, such as is already visible, com- 
bined with FEDERAL AID TO ROAD BUILDING will materia]- 
ize the dream within a decade. 

The old world points a pertinent lessdn in this connection. 

The roads of most of the European countries are trunk thor- 
oughfares, permitting of the interchange of every class of traffic be- 
tween the farthest bounds of the nation, stimulating agriculture and 
industry, and perceptibly lowering the cost of living by lessening 
the expense of transportation. _ ' 

In America, such development has been hindered by the prior- 
claim needs of a young and growing country, and the evolution of 
the railway, which we, in turn, handed over to the old world; as 
well as by the bogy of “unconstitutionalism.” 

As to the first objection, we have now reached that stage in our 
growth where time and energies can be devoted to roadbuilding, and 
where the necessity is pressing. As to the latter, when the countrv 
ceases to expend millions,of dollars annually on water thoroughfares, 
the question of the legality of road improvements might be raised— 
but not till then. | : 

Meanwhile, the people of the various states are 
on the interstate highway proposition. 

Such a’ movement is cumulative. From it will eventually 
spring the gridironing of the nation with a scientific and invaluable 
system of public thoroughfares.
